His furnace turned Out good steel] in 60- 
pound lots the day it began to ‘work, 
and it had a capacity of a half ton of 
steel a day. lt was, of course, small 
and experimental, but it worked rmght 
along without a hitch. It was run for a 
month for one thousand dollars, and this 
included the original cost -? construc: 
tion and all labor and cost of operatjon 
during that time. To show how quickly 
it could be worked, Dr. Day and a party 
started at 2:30 one afternoon with every- 
thing cold, and within less than three 
hours they had made a quarter of a ton 
of steel. The sand uged for making that 
steel] was from bags brought frem Mon- 
terey bay, just below San Frafcisco. 
The sand wae taken from the bags, run 
over the concentrating tables to get out 
the gold and other minerals, then dried 
and the magnetic iron in it taken out 
and run into steel.

‘French medical world, now 
ward with a startline new theory 
entirely upsets all preconceived notions 
He asserts—and his assertion is 
backed by Profesgor Metchnikoff, of the 
Pasteur institute—that appendicitis is un- 
doubtedly caused by intestinal worms. 
These are of three kinds, ang the mest 
dangerous is that known 4s the trygo- 
cephal, which causeg the sharp pains and 
symptoms which indicate appendicitis. 

Microscopic examina in every 
of appendicitis that has come under 
observation Professor Blanchard and 
Professor Metchnikoff has revealed the 
presence of these parasites in the appen- 
aix “Appendicitis,’’ says Professor 
Blanchard, “more especially occurs dur- 
ing the hot weather, and although not 
contagious or infectious, it frequently as- 
sumes the character of an epidemic in 
certain districts.” 

Now, according to the professor, market 
gardens in the .neighborhood of great 
cities, such ag Paris and Landon. are fre- 
quently manureg and fertilized by the de- 
odorized and chemically treateq produc: 
of the city sewers. In these market gar 
dens the vegetables are forced, and ex- 
amination shows that they contain numer 
Ous intestinal parasites, and especially the 
exes of the dreaded try gocepheal. 

The professor Nat i *ureical 
operation for appendicitis is absolutely 
unnecessary, and that it should never be 
performed unless some hurd substance 
such as a cherry stone has been acci- 
dentally swalloweq by the patient. He 
urges legislation to forbid the use of the 
deodorized and ohemically treated sew- 
age as manure, and that thymol should 
be extensively used against intestinal 
worms. 

“Appendicitis,” adds Professor RBlan- 
chard, ““‘when not the. cansequence of the 
accidental swallowing of some hard sub- 
stance, is undoubtedly causeg by the para- 
site to be found in cabbage, turnips, car- 
rots, and cauliflower. The danger lies in 
eating vegetables that have been forced 
by manuring or watereg by cOntaminated 
well and sprigg water.’

The once, 
of a law that should be passed 
Georgia was so clearly and succinctly 
described by Senator Bailey, of Texas, 
during the progress of the debate 
upon the rate bill that it is worth 
presenting here for the consid@ra- 
tion of Georgia’s lawmakers. Senator 
Bailey said: 


If I could write a free pass law, I 
would provide that no railroads engaged 
in interstate commerce—and I would 
write the same kind of a law In every 
state of the union—should give. free 
transportation to any person, except to 
those in its employ and their ‘families 
and to these whom its regulations re- 
quire to accompany any shipment. We 
know that in the shipping of cattle the 
rules of the railroad companies require 
a man to go with them; and I am told 
in shipping fruit from certain Sections 
a regulation of the railroads requires a 
man to travel in the car to see that the 
car ig kept at such a temperature that 
the fruit will not spoil, Whenever the 
railroad regulations require a man to 
accompany a shipment, that man could 
fairly be considered as in the employ- 
ment of the railroad. But I would not 
spend twenty minutes in a_ discussion 
upon that proposition; if it were deemed 
best to exclude them, I would cheerfully 
vote to do so, and I would pass an iron- 
bound free pass provision permitting 
free transportation to no man, except 
such a8 are in the railroads’ employ. 


With the precedent of the action of 
congress relative to interstate com- 
merce befére them, the Georgia law- 
makers should have no difficulty in 
framing a law that will shut off the 
issuance of passes within this state. 
Such a law should be simple and 
direct in its wording, preferably along 
the lines so clearly stated by Senator 
Bailey. But whatever its form it 
should be drafted in a manner to in- 
sure its absolute effectiveness.

The recent marriage of two young men 
representing families of enormous wealth 
to young women whom they met in so 
cial settlement work, in case the 
young woman being a Russian Jewess., 
have attfacted a great deal of attention 
and comment. There was some disap- 
pointment felt, however, among those 
who base their ideas of romance of Lau 
ra Jean Libbey stories, when it was 
found*that both young women, who won 
the hearts of the millionaire philanthro- 
phists, were not only educateq women, 
but sociological specialists, who were 
making their profession the work of the 
social settlement 

Whatever may have been their original 
humble surroundings, they had acquired 
that knowledge people and things 
that made them very congenial to 
thoughtful young Americans who met 
them in the common interest of “help 
ing their fellowman.” 

According to a very bright 
woman, who has had experience in the 
work and who has observed the interest 
the many women of the leisure class are 
taking in settlement work, the incidents 
of the two marriages referred to. have 
excited the sense of sensational among a 
great many young women of the leisure 
class, who believe that “divine call’ from 
the people demands their actual presence 
in the settlement, where the worst prob- 
lems of social life present themselves for 
solving. 

“IT am afraid,’’ said the New York 
woman, “that although many of these 
young women are earnest in their efforts 
there are others who are indulging a 
fad, and who (though, perhaps, uncon- 
sciously) through curtosity enter into the 
very life of these people in the slums 
They are brought face to face with anon- 
ditions that are the inevitable results of 
poverty, squalidness and depravity, and 
against the knowledge of which it were 
better that all women die in ignorance.” 

I do not argue that there are not many 
who most earnestly take up the work, 
but I beHMeve arid know there are others 
who having traveled and investigated 
and been satisfied with many phases of 
life long before their time, seize upon 
the new philanthropy, as a new interest, 
a new sensation, about which they would 
like to know, and to which they would 
most generously give,

“I do not believe such young women 
will in the end prove beneficial to the 
work, and If do-not belleve they will be 
benefited by the experience derived. I 
think that their only efficacious work is 
through patronage of the work, through 
their helping the student and specialist 
along these lines, the one who has been 
drawn into it by the mission spirit and 
not curlosity.

Pampered Poultry. 
(From Country Life in America.) 

At the nationa] stock yards at East St. 
Loulg chiekens lead a life of luxury. It 
is not for them to scratch in the dirt for 
worms and run eagerly after corn. They 
are placed, as it were ,under the Weir 
Mitchell treatment. They live chiefly 
on a milk diet and are carefully ex- 
cluded from any undue excitement. ‘Two 
meals are given them daily, and after 
each meal the house is darkened, that 
nothing may interfere with their after- 
dinner nap. The food given is a vcarefu! 
combination of buttermilk, ground ce- 
reals and ground meats To § insure 
impartiality large quantities are pre- 
pared at a time. To each bird is allotted 
a certain amount. Attachéd to the feed- 
ing stand is a rubber tupe, which fg 
pushed through the coop; next, chicken 
after. chicken is taken out and fed by 
inserting a.rubber tube m each beak. 
When the chickens become accustomed 
to this they open their mouths eagerly 
for the nursing bottle as the feeder 
passes from one to the other. After 
twenty-one days of thtg diet the pam- 
pered fowls are usually ready to go down 
the elevator to the’ killing department. 
It is asserted that chickens which have 
been fattened by this process are equally 
tender alj over when they reach the 
table—that the drumstick is as tooth- 
gome as the breast. This elaborate plant 
has a capacity of 12,000 birds ata time.

t\SHINGTON, July 21.—A sample 


) the improved Lebel rifle, has been 


received at the war departinent and is 


being carefully examined by the ex- 
perts. The gun !s about 4 inches longer 
than the new American army rifle, slight- 
ly smaller in calibre and a pound or two 
heavier, but it does not appear that it 
surpasses the American arm in range, 
accuracy or other valuable qualities. The 
magazine extends in a line with the bar- 
rel like an American sporting rifle, and 
the gun uses no clips, consequently it is 
much slower to load than our own gun. 

The center of gravity is continually
